of loyal blood .it the outbreak of the rebellion, 
when the volunteers from Massachusetts were 
raahlag to the defence of their beleaguered capi- 
tal.

Large numbers of bar citizens joined the rebel 
army durlngjtue rebellion. On their return, they 
llud slavery abolished, and that there arc many 
of them disqualified by law, for-voting A Sen- 
ator it to be chosen next winter, iu pUco of 
Creaswcll, the present loyal member, and GOT. 
Bwaun is the candidate for the position ; twenty- 
one member? of the Legislature arc choeun from 
the city of Baltimore, and it in hopud to ovcr- 
elaugh the Union rote by practically nullifying 
tbe present stringent election laws. But tlm 
present Board of Police Commissioners arc 
loyal mi-it and have the appointment of judges 
and clerks of elections. 
The Govcinor has 


therefore exercised the power of removal, and of 
substituting the tooln of tils own pnity.
